Court Justice James Heiple,” 
you win a bound copy of the 
Baby Richard adoption decision 

What's got the Dems upset is 
that Heiple, a Republican, won't 
say whether he'll run for reten- 
tion on the high court next year 
or retire at the age of 66. Led by 
Rock Island County Democratic 
Chairman John Gianulis, 
Democrats say Heiple should 
announce his plans, so in case he 
decides to retire, others can 
begin preparing to run for his 
seat 

“Heiple should be upfront 
about this,” Gianulis says. “We 
want him to fess up about what 
he wants to do.” 

State Sen. Patrick Welch (D- 
Peru) is among those thinking 
about running for the high court 
But, as he told us, he can't make 

































a move until Heiple makes his 
intentions known. 

Other Democrats showing 
interest include state appeals 
court judges Tom Homer and 
Peg Breslin. 

Republicans prepping for a 
run include state Sen. Carl 
Hawkinson (R-Galesburg) and 
3rd Dist Appellate Court 
Justice William Holdrige. All the 
while, Heiple, showing his well- 
known propensity for not bowing 
to public pressure, has remained 
silent on the matter. A Supreme 
Court spokesman said a decision 
will come Dec. 6, which happens 
to be the last possible day a 
decision can be made. 

We've got an idea of what 
he'll do, but first let's take a 
look back at the man who has 
been a lighting rod for criticism 
through much of the 1990s 

Maybe you remember the 
sensational newsreel of a young- 
ster being pried out of his adop- 
tive mother's arms and whisked 
away from the only home he 
knew 

Heiple was the author of the 
court decision that ultimately led 
to the tearful TV footage. Even 
though his colleagues on the high 
court had unanimously agreed 
with the Baby Richard decision, 
Heiple was the one singled out 
and berated by Gov. Jim Edgar 
during an unprecedented depar- 
ture from his 1997 State of the 
State address 

Countless news releases criti- 

cizing Heiple also came out of 
Lt. Gov. Bob Kustra's office 
State lawmakers, including the 
late state Sen. Penny Severns 
(D-Decatur) were heavily criti- 
cal of the ruling and, in turn, 
Heiple. So, it was with a certain

amount of barely shrouded glee 
that Heiple was brought before 
the legislature for having 
behaved badly. 

With Heiple under fire for try- 
ing to use his judicial position to 
slither out of at least four speed- 
ing tickets, a rare call to 
impeach a statewide official 
went out. Hearings seeking to 
determine whether Heiple should 
get the boot, held in the spring of 
1997, were high drama. 

When all was said and done, 
however, the first paragraph of 
an Associated Press dispatch 
issued in May 1997 read, “Illinois 
Supreme Court Justice James 
Heiple dodged a potentially 
career-ending bullet Thursday, 
as a House panel turned down 
efforts to impeach him for 
repeatedly trying to duck traffic 
tickets.” 

Though we have our own 
thoughts on whether he'll run for 
retention next year, Illinoisans 
should be prepared for a savvy 
campaign if he does. In the 
midst of his impeachment trou- 
bles, Heiple hired a high-profile 
and. presumably, high-priced 
pubiic relations firm to represent 
him 

In a slick stroke of Statehouse 
genius, he also conscripted for- 
mer Gov. Jim Thompson to rep- 
resent him during the impeach- 
ment hearings. Big Jim's 
schmoozability was a perfect 
antidote to Heiple’s prickly 
demeanor. . 

Just as Edgar, Kustra and 
other had used their bully pulpits 
to lash out at Heiple, Illinois 
media outlets were besieged by 
press releases from all sorts of 

legal notables who lined up on 
Heiple's side, calling the hear- 






ings a witch hunt and a potential 
breach of the separation of pow- 
ers of the executive, legislative 
and judicial branches. I, for the 
record, am still considering fil- 
ing a suit in small claims court 
to recoup the costs of all of the 
fax paper his PR firm used in 
his media campaign. 

If he does opt to run, be pre- 
pared for the spin doctors. We're 
guessing, however, that he 
won't 

At the height of his’ troubles, 
with Heiple facing his peers 
before the Illinois Courts 


Commission in a hearing. at a. 
Holiday Inn in Collinsville, 


Heiple offered himself up to th 
press for questions. In that long, 
rare and rambling interview, 
Heiple said that his pension was 
locked in at a set level when he 
turned 60 in September 1993. In 
effect, he said that he could quit~ 
right then and there and not 
affect the amount he'll receive ~ 
from his taxpayer-funded pen- 
sion 

In other words, he implied — 
that his work on the high court 
was pro bono, not withstanding 
his annual salary of $100,000- 
plus 

More importantly, however, 
in a statement possibly indicat- 
ing that he had no plans to con- 
tinue after his 10-term ends in 
2000, Heiple remarked, “I mean 
to serve out my term.” 

‘The hints that he might not 
run for retention didn't stop 
there. On May 2, 1997, on the ~~ = 
day he resigned his position as —.~ 
chief justice after he'd been cen- 
sured by the Illinois Courts 4 
Commission, Heiple wrote a let- 
ter to his colleagues, saying, “I 
intend to serve the balance.”

Arriola, Miami 


Equality regulations cut down 
Belleville East graduate’s dream 
of playing for college team 


Like many young men who have 
played soccer most of their lives, Aaron 
Arriola dreamed of playing soccer in 
college someday. 

His dream came true when he went 
to Miami University in Oxford, Ohio, 
after graduating from Belleville East 
High School in 1996. Arriola received a 
medical redshirt his freshman year 
after injuring his back and then had 
productive seasons in 1997 and °98. 


Quite naturally, he was excited head- 
ing into the 1999 season after being 
named one of the team’s captains. 

‘Then the sweeper/marking back 
received a blow harder than any he had 
received on the playing field. On Jan. 
30, 1999, Miami’s president recommend- 
ed the school cut the men’s soccer,

that total was raised - enough to save 
the men’s golf team. 

In April, the athletes in soccer, 
wrestling and tennis were given notice 
that the programs were going to be cut 


“There were probably about 60 of us 
affected,” said Arriola, 21. “They had to 
cut our numbers down so there were a 
proportionate amount of women given 
the opportunity to play sports at Miami 
as there were men. About 55 percent of 
the student body is women and 45 per- 
cent men, so the number of women and 
men athletes had to reflect the enroll- 
ment. So, instead of adding women’s 
programs, they took the easy way out 
and cut the men’s programs.” 


As one of the team’s captains, 
Arriola had the opportunity to speak to 
the Board of Trustees to express his 
views about the program’s elimination 
He said his main points were that many 
of the soccer players came to Miami in 
the first place because of the soccer 
program. Secondly, he said older play- 


ers would have difficulty leaving the 
school to transfer to another since they 
were close to graduation. 

“Most of the players who were going 
to be sophomores or juniors did trans- 
fer, but the older ones like myself 
stayed at the university,” Arriola said. 
“The soccer coach (Bobby Kramig) said 
he was going to get me some financial 
aid. By us not playing, it cost me 
between $5,000 and $6,000.” 

The good news is that Arriola will 
graduate in May from Miami with a 
major in finance and a minor in eco- 
nomics and Spanish. He currently is job 
hunting and would like to settle in the 
Chicago area. 


Arriola is disillusioned about what 
transpired at Miami. Soccer, of course, 
was a big part of his life. He spent as 
much as 40 to 45 hours per week train- 
ing, traveling and playing. He was away 
from the sport for rarely longer than 6 
weeks of the year. 

“The soccer team was my fraterni- 
ty,” Arriola said. “Those were the guys 


I made friends with and hung out with.” 
Arriola believes school officials 
should have taken a more proactive 
approach to the problem 
“Title LX had been around since 
1972,” Arriola said. “They ignored the 
problem rather than addressing it.” 


The situation is far from over at 
Miami. Players from the former men’s 
soccer, wrestling and tennis teams have 
filed a suit in US. District Court in 
Cincinnati. against the university, claim- 
ing reverse discrimination 

The athletes accuse Miami of civil 
rights violations and seek reinstatement 
of the men’s sports. They also want 
unspecified damages for “the losses 
they've suffered... shattered dreams 
and costs such as transferring to other. 
universities,” their attorney said 


Arriola is not part of the lawsuit. 

He does hope soccer and the other 
programs are reinstated at the universi- 
ty. If they are, Arriola expects the 
process to take some time.

is century began, manufac- 
turers explored the prospects 
automobiles of three m: 
line, steam and electric. 

gasoline car eventually, won the 
‘war, but internal-combustion 
engines lost many early battles due 
to complexity and unreliability. 

Electric cars, however, quickl: 
proved themselves reliable, simple 
and clean. Electric motors contain 
a fraction of the number of mov- 
ing parts of internal-combustion 
engines, and the moving parts are 
rol rather than reciprocating. 
‘That makes them easier to main- 
tain and less iikely-to break. 

Drivers of electric cars did not 
have to worry about reaching into 






a dirty, greasy engine compart- 
ment adjust a carburetor or 
valve or add lubrication. By 1907, 


Harper’s Weekly magazine said 


an electric car was a perfect 
choice for women drivers “not 
only because it is so easily con- 
trolled and operated, but also on 
account of its cleanliness.” 

In the first few years of the 
20th century, companies building 
lead-acid batteries for automotive 
use doubled energy storage capac- 
ity and invented devices that 
made charging foolproof. 

When lead-acid batteries could 
provide just a bit more driving 
range, if was said, electric cars 
would really take off. 

We're still waiting for that 
day, after more than 90 years. 

“The field of the electric car 
has been greatly enlarged in 
recent years by continued 
improvement in batteries, by the 
development of public garages, 
and by the increasing availability 
of private charging plants,” wrote 
ae Budlon; a the’ areh 16, 

issue of Harper’s Weekly. 

“The electric is thus the ony 
practical car for a large class of 
pleasure drivers, for the require- 
ments of a great many physicians, 
for ordinary town runabout work, 
for private carriage service in 


cities, and indeed, for every pa 
pose where it is undesirable that 
e driver give steady attention to 
power generation and the working 
of a considerable number of 
mechanical parts,” Budlong wrote 

“We have in the up-to-date elec- 
tric car a machine that seems 
very nearly perfect in its Working. 
and so simple that any intelligen 
child can be trusted to operate it 
safely,” he wrote. 

In the same issue of the maga- 
zine another writer, F. A. 
Babcock, noted the rapid technical 
improvements attained by electric 
car builders. Electrical controls 
made it S aible to recharge a bat- 
tery simply by p! ugging it into an 
electrical source. The control auto- 
matically stopped, the process 
before the battery could be over- 
charged and damaged. 

Better materials made motor 
bearings and electrical contacts 
last longer. And better batteries 
had doubled the range of the elec- 
tric car. 

«In 1906 a run was made several 


times from New York to 
PI ia (distance 95-1/2 miles) 


tierce of the battery, 











and in a regular stock electric car, 
and with road conditions far from 
ideal,” Babcock wrote. 

Such cruising range did not 
make the electric car suitable for 
cross-country trips, he acknowl- 
edged, “but (motorists) have 
learned by experience seven- 
eighths of the rides they have the 
time or disposition to take are 
less than fifteen miles in distance, 
and the ever-ready and clean 
electric is the convenient car for 
them to use.” 

Even the batteries available 92 
peas ago were able to withstand 
undreds of usage and recharge 

cycles. Budlong said some cars 
had traveled more than 8,000 
miles - a notable accomplishment 
for the times - before their batter- 
ies needed to be replaced. 

At the same time, Budlon; 
noted that automotive experts have 
continually predicted “the early 
coming of wonderfully improved 
batteries, destined to revolutionize 
the motor car industry.” 

“As a matter of fact, the lead- 
ing manufacturers have been con- 
stantly on the lookout for battery 
improvements and adopted them 
as fast as anything real and tangi- 
ble in the way of bettering previ- 
ous constructions has been devel- 
oped,” he wrote. 

Babcock believed the future of 
the electric car would be assured 
as soon as those better batteries 
were developed. He seemed cer- 
tain that Thomas Edison would 
inevitably “perfect his much- 
talked-of-battery.” 

“While the storage battery of 
today is giving good satisfaction, I 
look for many further improve- 
ments with the present lead bat- 
tery,” he concluded. 

*The future success of electric 
vehicles ... is abundantly insured. 
There will undoubtedly be 
improvements, both in general 
construction and in batteries,” 
Budlong concurred. 

Their conclusions could very 
well have been written in the 
1920s, or during the petroleum 
shortages of the 1970s, or today. 

While the technology, of the 
electric car is not that big a deal, 
we’re still waiting for the break- 
through that produces batteries 
with range comparable to tank of 
gasoline.
